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THE WEITKAMPS 


The name \/EITKAMP is an unusual one; but that does not mean it 
applies to only one family stock. Up to the present time there have been 
found in the United States at least six family groups with this name, 
Possibly the largest of these is the one whose early home was found in 
Ladbergen Westphalia, Germany, a town of about 2,000 inkabitants, approxi- 
mately twenty miles east of Holland. The village lies north-northeast of 
the city of Munster. The descendents of this group are found in Cincinnati; 
DuBois County Indiana; Washington D.C.; Kansas; Dayton, Kentucky; Los 
Angeles and The Netherlands, 

At least four distinct family groups are to be found in St. Louis, 
all of which came from Germany, but only two of these have been traced to 
date. One of them comes from Bielefeld Westphalia, less than twenty-five 
miles east by south of Ladbergen. Part of their descendents are found-in 
Los Angeles, The second group traced comes from Malle, just a few miles 
from Bielefeld. Some of this group are to be found in Cairo, Illinois. 

Still another group is found in Nebraska, Their ancestry came 
from Herford Germany, only a few miles from Malle, They ‘also settled 
originally in St, Louis in the spring of 1867. ,.One. of .the..sons is to. be 
found in Whiting, Indiana. 

A definite relationship has not as yet been established with re- 
gard all these, but there-are a number of things that seem to indicate 
that such a connection does exist, although it may ‘be back quite a way. 
These may te set down as follows: 

1; It is almost startling to see how the names Herman, Henry and £" 


William occur asain and again in every group investigated. Why? 
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2; Plond and red hair predominates in all the groups. Even 
the large characteristic Weitkamp nose seems to be frequently 

seen, 

5; All the Weitkamp szroups who have been traced find their ances- 
tral home within a circle of forty miles diameter, This 
circle is found in the German provinces of Westphalia and 
Hanover which border on Holland, 

Where, when, and with whom the name Weitkamp first arose is not 
known, The name in both German and Dutch means "wide or broad field", 
That might indicate that the original ancestor was likely living in a place 
quite free from hills and mountains. Such a section would fit in with the | 
western parts of Westphalia and Hanover and all of Holland. The earliest 
record of the Ladbergen Wcitkamps is to be found in Germany. On the oven 7 
doors af the 1810 build ancestral home of this Ladbergen froup appear the | 
initials of their progenitor. Strangely enough, Weitkamp is divided as 
"Welt Kamp", quite characteristic of a Dutch name, Does this mean that 
the original Weitkamp was a native of Holland? If this is the case, how 
is it that we find some of these groups in German cities fifty miles from 
the Holland border? , Bielefeld is to this day quite a center for lace mak- 
ing, an industry introduced by Dutch immizrants in the sixteenth century. 
It is easily conceivable that a Weitkamp may have been among these immi- 
erants or‘hdvc come later to join his countrymen, 

The earliest known Ladtergen Weitkamp is Johann Heinrich Weitkamp, 
who was ‘born in 1770. He married Anna Elizabeth Pié genbaum in 1795, and to 
them were torn four children, three sons and one daughter, 

Johann Heinrich Weitkamp died in 1851 at the age of 81 years, His 


wife did not live quite so long, for she died at the age of 61 years, 
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On manhary 3, 1817, their son Henry John Weittkamp was born. He 
had two older esa e not One of these, Herman Heinrich, went to Holland 
(the Netherlonds) ani later really adopted his nephew William, son of the 
above Henry John. The other brother, Herman William, emigrated to the 
United States and settled in Indiana, and thoro havo been marriages in the 
third generation of the descondents of theso two brothers. 

There was also one sister of whom nothing is known, 

Henry John Weitkamp was a famier and cattle trader. Hoe marriod 
Anna Christine Elizabeth Borterg (lknovm as Maria Christine Borberg). * She 
was from Erpenbeck, near Lengorich, and was torn there on May 10, 1814. At 
their marriage a dowory of $1300 was given by her parents. They wore prob- | 
ably married in 1857. | 

Their marringe wasblessed by nine children: Henry Herman, Sophia E., 
William H., Ernst, Herman H., Zlizabeth, Fred Adolph, and Fredericka, All 
their children were born in Ladbergen, in Prussia. 

In 1855 their first child Henry Herman, emigrated to the United 
States. He was followed in 1865 by his marricd sister Sophia E, Weitkamp 
Hildcbrand, her husband, md their two deughters; and in 1866 by his brother 
Ernst. Then in 1870 Henry John Weitkanp and his wife and their other child- 
ren; Herman and his wife; Elizaboth, Frod, and Fredcricka also came to this 
country. Thoir son William had already gone to live with his father's bro- 
ther, Herman Heinrich Weitkaap in Holland (the Netherlands), and the other 
son Adolph had died in infancy. ‘Thus the ontiro fanily had left the

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Upon. landing in the United States the family settled on a farm 
among the hills of Pike County near Zoar, Indiana, Hore they lived to-

Henry John Weitkamp died on January 15, 1881, after a six weeks 
illness which began with a cold, He was 64 years old. His wife, Maria 
chri dine Borberg Woitkamp, died on August 12, 1895, at the age of 81 


years, They are buried in the Zoar Methodist Episcopal Church Cemetery 


in Zoar, Indiana. 
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HENRY HERMAN WEITKAMP - 

The first child bong to Henry John and Maria Christine Borberg 
Weitkamp was Henry Herman, who was born on May 8, 1838, in Ladbergen. In 
1855 he and a cousin emigrated to the United States because they objected 
to the compulsory military service in Prussia, At this time Henry was 
only 17. years old. He located in Cincinnati, Ohio but nothing further 
is known of the cousin who accompanied him to America. 

During the Civil War, Henry served in the Northern Army, and 
when peace was declared, he engaged in the draying business when steam- 
boats on the Ohio River carried most of the freight to and from Cincinnati. 
Later, for more than thirty years he was well known in the livery business 
on Baymiller Street, betwcen Ninth and Richmond Streets, He also held a 
political job as inspector of the Cincinnati Water Works System, 

Henry married Wilhelmina Fredericka Lutvogt, who was born on Feb- 
ruary 4, 1841, in Germany. * Thoy were married on the first day of spring 
in 1861 in the church located in what is now Washington Park. They lived 
happily together for over 60 years, In 1911 they celebrated their 50th 
Wedding Anniversary. 

Their marriage was blessed by six children, four sons and two 
daughtors; Henry Jr,, William John, Minnie, Charles Henry, Carrie, and 
George Edward. 

Henry Weitkamp Jr. died at the age of 6 months. He was buried 
in the Vine Street Hill Cemetory, 5701 Vine Street, Cincinnati, Ohio.
